CHAPTER I 
[Rules under Section 15 ( 2 ). ( c ) , ( d ), (f ) and ( g ) read

1. No person shall be eligible for being elected as a 
member of the Council under Section 4 ( 1 ) ( c ) of the Act, 
unless he is a person who has been an advocate on a State 
Roll for at least ten years, and in computing the said period 
of ten years in relation to any such person , there shall be 
included any period during which the person has been an 
advocate enrolled under the Indian Bar Council s Act, 1926 . 


The voting paper shall not be signed by the voter, and in 
the event of any erasures, obliterntions or alterations in the 
voting papers , or of the voting paper purporting to have

shall be accompanied by the copy of the Order in respect of 
which the Revision is filed , giving the addross of the Peti 
tioner and the Respondent or Respondents .

The applicant shall file at least 5 morc copies of the petition 
and affidavit, and if there is more than onc Respondent as 
many additional copics as are necessary to serve the other 
rtspondents. 


CHAPTER X

( 5 ) Save as otherwise directed , the parties to whom notice 
has been issued may appcat in person or by advocale or 
through authorised agent and if any of the parties fail to 
appear pursuant to the notice issued on any date of hearing . 
the Council may dispose of the application in such manner 
as it may think ft, 

2 . The procedure prescribed in the above rules in this 
Chapter shall apply to the extent to which they are applicable 
when the Colincil acts of its own motion , 


3 . The Council may after hearing the Petitioner, direct 
notice to the- Respondent or dismiss the Petition , as it may 
consider fit 


4 . Upon notice being issued under the above Rules after 
giving reasonable opportunity of hearing to the parties, the 
Council may pass such orders on the Revision Petition as it 
dooms proper after giving reasonable opportunity of hearing 
to the parties.

8 . An Advocate shall not appear in or before any Court 
or Tribunal or any other authority for or against an orga 
nisation or an institution , society or corporation , if he is a 
member of the Executive Committee of such Oi ganisation 
or institution or society or corporation . “ Executive Com 
mittee " , by whatever name it may be called , shall include any 
Committee or body of persons which for the time being , 

s vested with the general management of the affairs of the 
organisation or institution , society or corporation , 


19 . An Advocate shall not act on the instructions of any 
person other than his client or his authorised ageni. 

20 . An Advocate shall not stipulate for a fee contingent 
on the results of litigation or agree to share the proceeds 
thereof. 

21 . An Advocate shall not buy or traffic in or stipulate 
for or agree to receive any share or interest in any actionabic 
claim . Nothing in this Rule shall apply to stock , shares and 
debentures or government securities , or to any instruments 
which are , for the time being , by law or custom negotiable , 
or to any mercantile document of title to goods . 

22 . An Advocate shall not, directly or indirectly, bid for 
or purchase , either in his own name or in any other name, 
for his own benefit or for the benefit of any other person , 
any property sold in the execution of a decree or order in 
any suit , appeal or other proceeding in which he was in any 
way professionally engaged . This prohibition , however, does 
not prevent an Advoca e from bidding for or purchasing for 
his client any property which his client may himself legally 
bid for or purchase , provided the Advocate is expressly autho 
rised in writing in this behalf . 

23 . An Advocate shall not adjust fees payable to him by 
his client against his own personal liability to the client, 
which liability does not arise in the course of his employ 
ment as an Advocate . 

24 . An Advocate shall not do anything whereby he abuses 
or takes advantage of the confidence reposed in him by his 
client. 


9 . An Advocate should not act or piead in any matter 
in which he is himself pecuniarily interested . 


Illustration 


1. He should not act in a bankruptcy petitioa when he 

himself is also a creditor of the bankrupt.

which he is a director .

10 . An Advocate shall not stand as a surety , or certify 
the soundness of a surety , for his client required for the 
purpose of any legal proceedings. 


25 . An Advocate should keep accounts of the client s 
money entrusted to him , and the accounts should show the 
amounts received from the client or on his behalf, the ex 
penses incurred for him and the debits made on account of 
fees with respective dates and all other necessary particulars . 


SECTION II — Duty to the Client 


11 . An Advocate is bound to accept any brief in the 
Courts or Tribunals or before any other authority in or be 
fore which he professes to practise at a fee consistent with 
his standing at the Bar and the nature of the case . Special 
circumstances may justify his refusal to accept a particular 
brief . 


26 . Where moneys are received from or on account of a 
client , the entries in the accounts should contain a reference 
as to whether the amounts have been received for fees or 
expenses, and during the course of the proceedings, no 
Advocate shall except with the consent in writing of the 
client concerned be at liberty to divert any portion of the 
expenses towards fees. 
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27 . Where any amount is received or given to him on be 
half of his client the fact of such receipt must be intimated 
to the client, as early as possible , 


40 . It is improper for an Advocate to demand or accept 
fees or any premium from any person as a considcration for 
imparting training in law under tho rules prescribed by a 
State Bar Council to enable such person to qualify for en 
rolment under tho Advocates Act, 1961, 


28 . After the termination of the proceeding the Advocate 
shall be at liberty to appropriate towards the settled fce duc 
to him any şum remaining unexpended out of the amount 
paid or sent to him for expenses, or any amount that has 
come into his hands in that proceedings . 


SECTION VI - - Duty to render Legal Aid 


29. Whero the fce has been left yosettlcd , the Advocate 
shall be entitled to deduct, out of any moneys of the client 
remaining in his hands, at the termination of the procceding 
for which he had been engaged , the fee payable under the 
rules of the Court in force for the time being , or by then 
settled and the balance , if any, shall be refunded to the 
client, 


41, Every Advocate shall in the practice of the profession 
of law bear in mind that any ono genuinely in need of a 
lawyer is entitlcd to legal assistance even though he cannot 
pay for it fully or adequately and that within the limits of 
an Advocate s economic condition , free legal assistance 10 
the indigent and oppressed is one of the highest obligations 
al Advocato owes to society . 


30 . A copy of the client s account shall be furnished 10

32 . An Advocate shall not lend money to his client, for 
the purpose of any action or legal proceedings in which he 
is engu ged by such client . 


Explanation : - An Advocate shall not bc Breld guilty 
of a breach of this rule , if , in the course of a pending sulit 
or procceding , and without any arrangement with the client 
in respect of the same, the Advocate feels compelled by 
scaşon of the rulo of the Court to make a payment to the 
Court on account of the client for the progress of the suit 
or proceeding. 


43 . An Advocate may be a Director or Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of a company with or without any ordi 
nary sitting fee , provided none of his duties are of an exe 
cutive character , An Advocate shall not bo @ Managing 
Director or a Secretary of any company . 

44 . An Advocate shall not be a full- time salaried employce 
of any person , government, fum , corporation OI concern , so 
long as he continues to practise and shall , on taking up any 
such cmployment intimate the fact to the Bar Council OTI 
whose roll his name appears, and shall thereupon cense to 
pructisc as an advocate so long as he continues in such 
employment. 


33 . An Advocate who has, at any time, advised ill con 
nection with the institution of a suit , appeal or other mattor 
Or bas drawn pleadings or acted for a party , shall not ac , 
appear or pload for the opposite party . 


SECTION 11 - Duty to oppokli

35. An Advocate shall do his best to carry out all legiti 
mate promisos made to the opposito party even though not 
reduced to writing or enforceabic under the values of thc 
Court, 


45 . An Advocate who has inherited , or Succeeded by 
survivorship , to a family business may continue it , but may 
not personally participate in the managoment thereof. He 
may continue to hold & share with others in any business 
which has descended to him by survivorship or inheritance 
or by will, provided he does not personally participato in the 
management thercof. 


46 . An Advocate may review Parliamentary Bills for a 
remuneration , edit logal text books at a salary , do press 
vetting for newspapers , coach pupils for legal examinations, 
set and examine question papers ; and subject to the rules 
against advertising and full- time employment, engage in 
broadcasting , journalism , lecturing and teaching subjects , 
both legal and non -legal. 


SECTION IV - Duty to Colleagues 
36 . An Advocate shall not solicit work or advertise , either 
directly or indirectly , whether by circulars , advertisements , 
touts , personal communicacions, interview not warranted by 
personal relations, furnishing or inspiring newspaper con 
ments or procuring his photograph to be published in con 
Dection with casos in which he has been engaged or con 
cerned . His signboard or name- plate should be of a reason 
able size . The sign -board or game- plate or stationery should 
not indicate that he is or has been President or Member of 
a Bar Council or of any Agsociation or that he has been 
associated with any person or organisation or with any parti 
cular cause or matter or that he specialises in any particular 
type of work or that he has been a Judge or aji Advocate 
General. 


47 . Nothing in these rules shall prevont an Advocate from 
accepting, after obtaining the consent of the State Bar 
Council part- time employment provided that in the opinion 
of the State Bar Council the nature of the employment does 
not conflict with his professional work and is not inconsis 
tent with the dignity of the profession .

6 . ( 1 ) An Advocate whose name has been removed by 

der of the Supreme Court or a High Court or the Bar 
Council as the case may be , shall not be entitled to practise 
the profession of law either before the Courts and authori 
tics mentioned under Section 30 of the Act, or in chambers , 
0 ; otherwiso .

Explanation : - Appearance includes, unless otherwise 
directed , appearance by an Advocate or through duly autho 
rised representative.

7 . A person who has exercised judicial powers at the time 
of his retirement or otherwise ceasing to be in service shall 
not practice for a period of two years from the date of his 
retirement or ceasing to be in service as the case may be in 
the area in which he exercised judicial powers at the said 
dato , 


PROVIDED that nothing in this Rule shall prevent any 
such person from practising in any Court of Superior jurisdic . 
tion to the one in which he hold the office , 


Explanation : - 4 Court of Sessions, a District Court 
or the City Civil Court shall be a Court of Superior jurisdic 
tion in relation to a Magistrate s Court or Small Causes 
Court , cven though no appeal may lie from the latter to the 
former . 

8 . No Advocate shall be entitled to practise if in the 
opinion of the Council he is suffering from such contagious 
discase as makes his practice of law a hazard to the health 
of others . This disqualification shall last for such period as 
the Council directs from timo to time. 


PART VII 
DISCIPLINARY PROCEEDINGS AND REVIEW 


CHAPTER I

the dute , hour and place of the enquiry which shall not ordi 
narily be later than thirty day , from the receipt of the refe 
rence .

5 . ( 1 ) The notices referred to in this Chapter shall subject 
to necessary modification be in Form Nos . E - 1 and E - 2 , he 
sont to the Advocates appearing for the parties, Notice to a 
party not appearing by advocato shall be sent to the addross 
as furnished in the complaint or in tho grounds of appeal. 

( 2 ) The notices may be sent ordinarily through messenger 
or bv registered post acknowledgement due , and served on the 
advocate or the party concerned or his apent or other person 
as provided for in Order V of the Civil Procedure Code , 

( 3 ) Notices may also , if so directed by the Committee , he 
sent for service through any Civil Court as provided for 
under Section 42 ( 3 ) of the Advocates Act. 

( 4 ) Where the notice sent to any party cannot be served 
as aforesaid it may be served by affixing a copv thereof in 
some conspicuous place in the office of the Bar Council , and 
ilen upon somo conspicuous part of the house ( if any ) in 
which the party concerned is known to have last resided of 
had his office , or in such other manner as the Committee 
thinks fit . Such service shall be deemed to be sufficient 
Service . 

( 5 ) Pavment of bills and / or charges for summons to wit 
nesses etc .. shall he in accordance with the rules under 
Section 49 ( h ) of the Act . 

6 . ( 1 ) The parties can appear in person or by an Advocate 
who should file a vakalatnama olving the name of the Bar 
Council in which he is enrolled , his residential address , telc 
phone numher if any, and his address for service of notices. 
A senior Advocats is entitled to appear with another advocate 
who was filed & Vakalatnama . 

( 2 ) The Bar Council or its Disciplinary Committee may at 
any stage of Animareerling amint an advocate to appear as 
Amicus Curiae . Such Advocate may be paid such fee as the 
Council or the Committee may decide . 

( 3 ) Excepting when the Committee has otherwise directed . 
service on the advocate shall be deemed to be sufficient 
service on the parties concerned , even if copied of the notices 
are in addition sent to the partics, whether the parties have 
not been served .
